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LAST DITCH BID TO 
HALT SOLAR FARM

A LAST ditch attempt to stop a 
solar farm being built in fields 
near Gobowen is being made 
with residents objecting to an 
11th hour planning application 
for a telecommuncation mast 
on the site. 

Elgin Energy, which is developing 
the 20,000-panel farm at Rhosygadfa, 
wants to put up a 66-foot structure to 
allow the solar farm to communicate 
with an electricity substation a few 
miles away 

The application was made after the company 
discovered there was no broadband or a reliable 
enough wi-fi signal in the area. 

It has warned it will lose a Government sub¬ 
sidy for the project if progress is not made by 
the end of March and says without that subsidy 
the project would be unviable. Local people are 
objecting to the mast, saying it would be a mon¬ 
strosity that would be seen for miles around. 

Base 

Brian and Helen Case live near the planned 
solar farm where contractors have been putting 
down a base. Mr Case said: “This is a temporary 
application for up to three years. But as resi¬ 
dents we all know that it is very unlikely that we 
will get superfast broadband. The application 
for planning permission to plonk a 66 foot mast 
in a field in Rhosygadfa will be objected to most 
strongly on grounds of visual impact amongst 
other reasons. This mast will be seen from the 
English and Welsh hills and as far away as Rod¬ 
ney’s Pillar.” 

Gobowen Councillor David Lloyd said his 
phone had been red hot since news of the pro¬ 
posed mast had come to light. He said: “People 
are up in arms that this ‘monstrosity’ could 
be put up as part of this proposal. It will be 20 
metres high, like a pylon. I have asked that the 
consultation period be extended because neither 
the parish council nor the local members had 
the notification - it went instead to Whittington 
Parish Council.” 

In a report to Shropshire Council, Nick Berry 
of consultants Berrys, on behalf of Elgin Energy, 
said that BT was unable to install a fibre connec¬ 
tion before April. He added that Scottish Power 
would not accept a satellite broadband option 
because it was not reliable enough. He said: 
“The solar farm must be commissioned prior to 
March 31 as after this date a notable fall in the 
Renewable Obligation Certificates will render 
the project unviable. It is expected that BT will 
provide a fibre broadband connection at the site 
in the next six to 18 months and as such this 
application seeks a temporary permission only 
for a period of three years, to allow for any un¬ 
expected delays in the fibre connection.” 

Officials from Elgin Energy will visit Gobowen 
next week to hold an open meeting about the 
solar farm project. It takes place at Gobowen 
Pavilion on Tuesday at 7pm. 


Art exhibition celebrates heritage of town

FROM King Arthur and Queen Guinevere 
inspired jewellery to abstract paintings and 
sunset photographs, artists have taken the 
heritage of Oswestry for their inspiration. 

The latest exhibition at the Oswestry Vis¬ 
itor and Exhibition Centre looks at the her¬ 
itage of the area, focussing on its Iron Age 
hillfort. 

Last year several artists took the ancient 
monument as a theme for a display as part 
of the Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort week¬ 
end to protest about the possibility of housing 
being built in its hinterland. 

Many of those pieces and some new ones 
form the exhibition which runs until February 
25 in the centre. 

The centre is an historic building in the 
grounds of St Oswald’s Parish Church. 


The exhibition has been set up to coincide 
with this year’s Hug a Hillfort heritage week¬ 
end to be held in Oswestry in February. 

One of the exhibitors, abstract artist Diana 
Baur, said that the new exhibition was to 
show more of the positive side of Oswestry’s 
heritage rather than the threats to it. 

She said: “We wanted to show what 
Oswestry has to offer. 

“It is a heritage gateway and has a wonder¬ 
ful history.” 

One of the displays is from artist, John 
Swogger, who has produced a fascinating col¬ 
lection of comic strips on Oswestry’s heritage. 

Diana said the artists had made links with 
the Hands off Old Oswestry Hillfort group 
which also wanted to become more positive 
rather than act as a protest organisation. 


Another exhibitor is Graham Mitchell who 
has both photographs and a collection of jew¬ 
ellery on display. 

“The jewellery was inspired by the legends 
of King Arthur and Guinevere - who is said to 
have been born on the hillfort,” he said. 

At last year’s Hug a Hillfort weekend about 
300 people descended upon Oswestry’s fa¬ 
mous landmark. 

Young and old turned up to show their love 
for the Iron Age site. 

They also stood together to spell out from 
above the letters ‘HOOOH’ - standing for 
Hands Off Old Oswestry Hillfort - captured 
using a drone. 

Plans for housing near the hillfort are being 
challenged by historians and local people who 
say the homes will damage views at the site. 


TECHNOLOGY 

Poor broadband 
speeds 'affecting 
student learning' 

POOR broadband speeds have left a num¬ 
ber of primary schools in Mid Wales fac¬ 
ing issues using online learning resourc¬ 
es. 

It has emerged that there are at least 
six schools in Powys where broadband 
connectivity has affected resources for 
pupils. The figures were revealed when 
Montgomeryshire AM Russell George 
wrote to Education Secretary Kirsty Wil¬ 
liams over a complaint he received from 
Ysgol Pontrobert in Meifod. 

A letter from the school to Mr George, 
published by the Welsh Conservatives, 
said: “Internet speed is so slow here that 
we cannot achieve hardly any of our tasks 
from the new digital competency frame¬ 
work. 

“It would take all morning to connect 
to Hwb (teaching resource) - which all 
Welsh pupils should be actively working 
on daily.” 

Mr George said it was unacceptable 
that hundreds of children across Wales 
were still at an educational disadvantage 
because of the problem. 

He said: “Children from rural areas risk 
seriously falling behind in their learning 
unless they are afforded the same access 
to broadband as their urban equivalents.” 

In a written answer to Mr George, Mrs 
Williams said the vast majority of schools 
were in receipt of broadband speeds 
which will support the use of Hwb and 
other digital initiatives. 

COUNCIL 

New traveller site 
application lodged 

PLANS for a new traveller/travelling 
showmen site are being considered by 
Shropshire Council. 

The council is proposing to develop a 
small permanent site for families who 
currently live on temporary sites in North 
Shropshire. 

It has submitted an application to its 
planning department for the change 
of use of Drenewydd at Park Hall, near 
Oswestry, for up to six pitches, along with 
two amenity blocks. 

The project is part of the authority’s 
remit to manage gipsy and traveller sites 
in the county.

The air ambulance 
was called to the scene but was stood down 
shortly after arrival, he said. 

West Mercia Police and Shropshire Fire 


and Rescue Service were also at the scene. 
Meanwhile, tributes have been paid to a 
“fun-loving young lady” who died as a re¬ 
sult of a crash on the Shropshire border. 

The 24-year-old, who has been named lo¬ 
cally as Tara Lear-Jones, was pronounced 
dead at the scene of the crash on the A539 
between Hanmer and Penley, near Elles¬ 
mere on Thursday last week. 

Tara, originally from Wem, was a care 
worker from Phoenix Homecare, which has 
branches in Oswestry, Penley and Wem. 

Paying tribute, a statement on behalf of 
the company said: “Tara was a very well¬ 
loved member of our staff. 

“A chatty, energetic and fun-loving young 


lady, who was devoted to her family, part¬ 
ner and her work; Tara lit up the lives of 
everyone she came into contact with. 

“Everyone connected with Phoenix 
Homecare and Support Ltd will think the 
world is a darker place without her.” 

Investigations are continuing into the 
crash which involved her Vauxhall Corsa 
and happened shortly after 4.30pm on 
Thursday. 

In a separate incident, one person was 
treated by an ambulance crew after a two- 
car crash. 

The crash happened on the A483 at 
the crossroads in Llynclys near Oswestry 
shortly after 7pm on Saturday.

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Work at hall 
set to start 
council told 

WORK to demolish part of an historic 
hah could start within weeks. 

Brogyntyn Hall on the edge of 
Oswestry, once the home of the Har¬ 
lech family, was used as a telecommu¬ 
nications base for many years before 
it was abandoned. 

J Ross Developers plans to con¬ 
vert the Grade-II listed building into 
a smaller country house, turning its 
Home Farm into 11 new dwellings 
and building 50 houses. 

The plans were approved two years 
ago but have been criticised by local 
people who recently launched an on¬ 
line petition to try to stop the work. 

Shropshire Council has now re¬ 
ceived an application for permission 
and listed building consent for tem¬ 
porary work to dismantle a small 
section of stone boundary wall near 
to Oakhurst Lodge to allow vehicles 
to turn into the site safely while the 
development takes place. 

A report to the council says: “Work 
is due to commence imminently on 
erecting scaffolding to the main hah 
with an estimated duration of eight 
to 10 weeks for this part of the works 
to be completed. The previously ap¬ 
proved demolition works, to remove 
part of the east wing of the hah, will 
commence following the completion of 
the scaffolding works.” 

The work will continue for up to 
18 months, after which the section of 
wall will be reinstated. 

Food producers 
help dish up profit 

FOOD produced on farms in Shrop¬ 
shire has helped a supermarket post 
sparkling Christmas sales. 

Midcounties Co-operative, the UK’s 
largest independent co-operative, saw 
sales grow by 3.6 per cent in the three 
weeks to December 31. And it says 
its policy of supporting the county’s 
farms and food producers has tapped 
into a market that values home-grown 
food. There was a 42 per cent rise in 
the company’s Best of Our Counties 
range of products, which includes lo¬ 
cally-sourced products such as Shrop¬ 
shire Blue cheese from the Shropshire 
Cheese Company near Oswestry. 
Deputy chief executive Phil Ponsonby 
said: “Our rising sales over Christmas 
this year reflect the growing popular¬ 
ity of our stores and the quality of the 
product ranges we now offer. We’ve 
improved our product range, with our 
own locally sourced products.” 


Firm fined £180,000 

after worker lost legs

A COMPANY run by a prominent 
businessman and racehorse 
owner has been fined £180,000 
after a worker lost both his legs. 

Emrys Hughes, 65, was struck by a 
shovel loading machine at Sundorne 
Products (Llanidloes) Ltd, and had to 
have both legs amputated above the 
knees. 

The company is run by director James 
Potter and his daughter Debbie, from 
Welshpool. The pair represented the com¬ 
pany at Mold Crown Court on Friday last 
week, where the company was fined for 
breaching health and safety laws. It was 
also ordered to pay £7,650 costs. 

Mr Hughes was hit as he walked into the 
yard in Bryn Posteg, Llanidloes, on Novem¬ 
ber 16, 2015. He was badly injured and was 
in hospital until April last year. He has had 
to give up caring for his flock of sheep. 

The court heard the yard was “an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen” because it had no 
system to separate pedestrians and moving 
vehicles and no pedestrian walkways. 

Craig Morris, prosecuting, said the com¬ 
pany fell well below the required standard 
and failed to implement practices recog¬ 
nised in the industry to keep pedestrians 
and vehicles apart. An investigator viewed 
CCTV footage from the yard for the previ¬ 
ous two weeks and saw about 90 instances 
where there were moving vehicles in close 
proximity to pedestrians in the yard. 

Judge Niclas Parry said the financial 
penalty was not intended to reflect the dev¬ 
astating injuries suffered by Mr Hughes 
and said the events which happened were 
“truly shocking”. 

Judge Parry said the driver of the load¬ 
ing shovel had been simply unaware of the 
presence of Mr Hughes. Mr Potter owns 
Potter’s Recycling, which has bases in 
Welshpool and Newtown. 

Ian Dixie, for the company, said it was ac¬ 
cepted that Mr Hughes suffered life-chang¬ 
ing injuries and they continued to support 
him until the civil claim was settled. 

He said there had been no complaints by 
employees and the HSE had inspected the 
site and not drawn any issues to the compa¬ 
ny’s attention. The directors believed that 
things were being dealt with properly but 
the accident brought home to them that 
they were not. It had brought about “a 
wholesale and rigorous look” at all systems 
within the company. 



Metal detecting en 

A GOLD ring, believed to date back 
to pre 1300AD, has been unearthed 
by a metal detector enthusiast. 

Will Barker had spent an after¬ 
noon with his friend, Chris Lang- 
stone, and dog, Sonic, in a field near 
Oswestry - the site of a deserted 
medieval village. 

Their metal detecting had been 
in vain, with Will, 33, frustrated 
by several bleeps from his detector 
which, when he investigated fur¬ 
ther, turned out to be because of 
‘hot rocks’ - those with particles of 
naturally occurring metals and min¬ 
erals in them. 

Then, just as they were giving up, 


husiast Will Barker with the ring, 

the machine emitted another signal. 

He said: “After about two and a 
half hours of soul destroying signals 
from hot rock after hot rock on the 
surface and nicely hidden, I was 
ready to call it a day. 

“We decided to head back towards 
the car as the sun was going down, 
and low and behold another ‘hot 
rocky’ signal and I thought, do I dig 
it or just leave it?” 

He decided to dig and found what 
looked like a washer. 

“As I rubbed the soil off the 
‘washer’ I couldn’t quite believe 
what I was seeing - a gold ring. We 
were both gobsmacked and pretty

much in shock as we stared at what 
appeared to be medieval ring with a 
stone setting - a medieval gold ame¬ 
thyst stirrup ring.” 

Will took the ring home and con¬ 
tacted Shropshire’s finds liaison of¬ 
ficer, Peter Reavill, who is based at 
Ludlow Museum. 

“He seems to think it’s high medi¬ 
eval 1150AD - 1300AD which would 
sit nicely with it being found at an 
abandoned medieval village. 

“However others are thinking it 
may be Roman.” 

Will and Chris are to take the ring 
to the museum for recording and 
further analysis.

Tax rise is on the 
cards for residents 

WELSHPOOL Town Council is 
proposing a council tax increase of 
around £7 per household. 

The council discussed its budget for 
up until March 31, 2018, at a recent 
meeting.

Robert Robinson, clerk to Welsh¬ 
pool Town Council, said: “Anything 
new will have to be assessed on merit 
at the time. The issue of recycling is 
one such service the council is con¬ 
cerned about.” 

Road to close for 
broadband work

the roll-out of new fibre broadband 
services. 

Weston Lane, in Oswestry, will be 
closed from Tuesday to Thursday. 

The closure is to allow for work to 
be undertaken by BT Openreach. 

A spokeswoman for BT Openreach 
said: “This is part of planned works to 
do with the roll-out of new fibre ser¬ 
vices. The work is being carried out 
by Openreach, who install and main¬ 
tain the local network on behalf of 
ah communications providers. Open- 
reach apologies for any inconvenience 
caused during this work to provide 
new improved communications ser¬ 
vices for people.” 

Body found in 
search for man 

A BODY has been found in the search 
for a missing jogger in Mid Wales. 

Mountain rescue teams, firefighters, 
police and a drone had been search¬ 
ing for 51-year-old David Skeen, who 
went missing from his home in Tal¬ 
garth, Powys last Tuesday after going 
for a morning run. 

Dyfed-Powys Police released a 
statement on Saturday evening which 
said the body had not yet been for¬ 
mally identified by the family of Mr 
Skeen had been made aware of the 
development.

would be to grant retrospective planning 
permission. 

Two separate applications were submit¬ 
ted by the company to the borough council 
last year. 

The first proposed building an extension 
to store medium density fire board and 
chipboard, 150 metres long and 29 metres 
wide. A second application was for an ex¬ 
tension to house a new melamine press. 

Both were refused over the visual impact 
on the locality including the Pontcysyllte 
Aqueduct World Heritage Site. 

Kronospan chairman Mike McKenna 
said: “Kronospan was disappointed with 
the decision of the planning committee to 
refuse the application, despite a recommen¬ 
dation by the council’s planning depart¬ 
ment to grant planning permission. 

“The development forms part of the on¬ 
going improvements to the plant which are 
being undertaken to secure the long term 
future of the business and also deliver envi¬ 
ronmental benefits to the local area. 

“As such Kronospan have decided to ap¬ 
peal to the Welsh Government against the 
decision of the council.” 

In recent months Kronospan has been at 
the centre of controversy with Chirk resi¬ 
dents concerned about dust and pollution.

Man jailed for 10 years 
for two stabbing attacks

A MAN involved in two attacks in which the victims were stabbed 
with a knife and a broken bottle has been jailed for a total of 10 
years. 

The 44-year-old victim of the knife attack had to have his spleen and a kidney 
removed to save his life. 

The other victim needed 40 stitches to wounds to his shoulder and chest caused by the 
broken bottle. Both attacks happened in Oswestry, a crown court was told. 

Arsene Cubaka, 24, was jailed for eight years for wounding Barry Wright with intent in 

- January last year. He was given a further 

two-year sentence for wounding Iran Lane 
during another disturbance in Oswestry in 
December 2015. 

Cubaka, of Erdington, Birmingham, who 
had admitted the offences, was due to ap¬ 
pear in court via a video link from prison, 
but refused to leave his cell and was sen¬ 
tenced in his absence. 

Judge Michael Chambers QC said the 
incident at Castlefields in Oswestry a year 
ago was aggravated by it being a premed¬ 
itated attack on Mr Wright who had been 
tracked down to enforce a drug debt. 

Two other men, Telmo Bernardo, 20, and 
Nathan McCarthy, 23, involved in the as¬ 
sault on Mr Wright, were both sentenced 
to 30 months’ custody. 

Bernardo, of Caia Park, Wrexham, and 
McCarthy, of Selly Oak, Birmingham, had 
admitted charges of wounding. 

Drug dealer Luke Cross, 23, of Mount 
View, Sutton Coldfield, was jailed for two 
years having been convicted of making 
threats that Mr Wright would be shot and 
his home burnt down. 

All four defendants were said to have pre¬ 
vious convictions for violence, robbery and 
burglary and Cross had been jailed for an 
offence of wounding with intent. 

Stafford Crown Court heard Cross and 
his three associates were involved in the 
supply of drugs in the Oswestry area and to 
Mr Wright, who had been a cocaine addict. 

He was attacked because the defendants 
believed he had taken £600. 

On January 23 Cubaka, Bernardo and 
McCarthy tracked Mr Wright to a friend’s 
address in Castlefields where he was as¬ 
saulted and stabbed by Cubaka with a 
knife, causing injuries to his spleen and a 
kidney which had to be removed. 

They were under instructions from 
Cross, who at the time was flying back from 
Spain, to recover the money. 

The court heard that a month earlier Cu¬ 
baka had been involved in a disturbance in 
Oswestry during which he had attacked Mr 
Lane with a broken bottle. 


League hit 
with fine for 
rules breach 

A GRASSROOTS football league has been 
hit with a £1,000 fine for allowing matches 
to be played on the same day as a Wales 
World Cup qualifier. 

A number of JT Hughes Montgomery¬ 
shire Amateur League matches were played 
on November 12 - the same day as Wales 
hosted a World Cup qualifier in Cardiff 
against Serbia. 

It is a breach of Football Association of 
Wales (FAW) regulations that tell all local 
football leagues to leave the day blank, and 
the fine has since been issued by Central 
Wales Football Association. But sources 
close to the league have insisted they were 
unaware that scheduling the matches 
broke the regulation, and said that it was 
at the request of the clubs that the games 
were played that day. 

Local officials called an emergency meet¬ 
ing where clubs were told the news in per¬ 
son, and informed that £800 of the fine 
would be suspended, leaving only £200 to 
be paid. 

Nobody from the league was prepared to 
comment on the record. 

The league has a chance to appeal the 
fine, but it is not thought at this time that 
they will take this action. 

David Hinton-Jones, general secretary 
for Central Wales Football Association, said 
he believed most clubs and leagues were 
aware of the regulation. 

He said: “This is an FAW rule which has 
been in place since at least 2010.”

THIS is the scene just moments after Mike 
Bowen watched in horror as his car was 
pushed into the canal near Chirk before the 
perpetrator calmly got back into his own 
vehicle and drove off. 

Mr Bowen’s red Citroen Cl was soon sub¬ 
merged following the mindless act at the 
canal, and now officers are looking to trace 
the man responsible. 

Mr Bowen says he remains in disbelief as 
to why anyone would do it. 

He said: “I still can’t get my head around 
why this happened. My wife and I were 
walking our two dogs along the canal, as we 
do every evening but decided to cut it short 
because of how cold it was. 

“On our way back to the car, we were 
able to see our car in the distance. I noticed 


there was a man standing nearby but didn’t 
give it much thought while I was talking to 
my wife but as I looked back at my car it 
seemed to be at a strange angle and then I 
realised it was moving and this bloke was 
pushing it. I started shouting for him to 
stop and began running towards him still 
with the dogs on leads. It was weird - it just 
rolled straight in and started bobbing on 
the water.” 

The incident happened at about 4.30pm 
on Thursday, before the man drove off to¬ 
wards the direction of the A5. Mr Bowen, 
61, said the car he was driving was a brown/ 
gold colour. 

Mr Bowen also said he is looking to track 
down a couple who were walking two cocker 
spaniels at the time along the canal.

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BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


I’m now four weeks into my 
new life as a county council¬ 
lor and it’s only fair to say that 
things have been moving a little 
too slowly for my liking. After the 
hectic hurly burly of daily dead¬ 
lines in my previous life in the 
world of newspapers it seems 
things move at a more leisurely 
pace in local politics and it looks 
like it will take me a little time to 
adjust. That’s if I ever do adjust. 
My election by the good people 
of Welshpool to serve on Powys 
County Council couldn’t have 
come at a worse time. The De¬ 
cember 15 poll came just before 
life at the council went on hold 
for the Christmas and New Year 
break - a little frustrating for 
someone used to working flat 
out through the festive period. 
A quickly arranged induction 
at least ensured my arrival had 
been duly noted but it took an¬ 
other two weeks to gain access 
to the council’s Intranet system 
and the basic information about 
where I should and shouldn’t be. 
That was a full three weeks af¬ 
ter the by-election. Next week 
I’ll attend my first meeting of 
the Montgomeryshire Commit¬ 
tee and the following week I will 
experience my first full council 
meeting which should see things 
starting to warm up. There’s a lot 
going on that will impact on the 
lives of the people of Welshpool 
and I’m keen to keep promises 
I made during the election cam¬ 
paign by representing their views 
as forcefully as I am allowed to. 
But I think I will need to be a lit¬ 
tle bit more patient in this new 
world. 

I’m right behind Councillor 
Steve Charmley, Deputy Leader 
of Shropshire Council, who de¬ 
scribed a new £50,000 scheme 
for a new bollard system in 
Oswestry’s often deserted Cross 
Street as “bonkers”. Since the 
county authority made Cross 
Street traffic-free between 10am 
and 4pm from Monday to Satur¬ 
day it has been paying the town 
council to put the bollards up 
and down. Now the plan is to au¬ 
tomate the system at a one-off 
cost of £50,000. 

Let’s go with Mr Charmley’s 
idea. Take the bollards out for six 
months and let’s just see what 
happens. 

Welshpool residents are really 
starting to notice a difference in 
the appearance of their streets 
since the town council took over 
responsibility from Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council. In the last couple of 
weeks I’ve received numerous 
comments, praising the staff 
for their diligence. It was a bold 
move by the town council af¬ 
ter the county authority refused 
to guarantee it could maintain 
standards, but it was a move 
that is paying dividends now. 

Several cases of fly-tipping 
have been quickly cleared and 
a general daily tidy-up of the 
town has been welcomed by 
residents.

NAOMI PENROSE Chats to 
Welshpool Mayor Steve 
Kaye about the coming 12 
months 


IT’S one of the most beautiful, 
tourist friendly parts of our re¬ 
gion for its remoteness - but 
that rurality also poses chal¬ 
lenges for the area. 

Powys covers the historic counties 
of Montgomeryshire, Radnorshire, 
and most of Brecknockshire and an 
area spanning 2,000 sq miles - mak¬ 
ing it the largest unitary authority 
in Wales. 

Steeped in history and adored by tour¬ 
ists for its stunning countryside, the 
region has plenty going for it, with its 
larger towns currently enjoying a wave 
of interest from national companies such 
as Aldi, B&M, Greggs and KFC, who have 
or are in the process of opening. 

Attention 

Welshpool in particular is enjoying the 
attention from the big household names, 
with Mayor, Councillor Steve Kaye ex¬ 
cited at the prospect of increased foot¬ 
fall in the town, ahead of Aldi and B&M 
opening their doors. 

He said: “2017 is going to be a crucial 
year for Welshpool, especially business 
wise. 

“We’ve got the likes of Aldi and B&M 
opening up in the new year, and from the 
research Aldi had been doing while it was 
getting its plans sorted, they predict an 
additional 20,000 shoppers will come and 
shop in the town, once its opened up. 

“20,000 extra shoppers is a really excit¬ 
ing figure and one that will encourage us 
to ensure our main shopping streets are 
more attractive, particularly for tourists 
coming here.” 


Councillor Kaye also said 2017 would 
be the year the region sees further pro¬ 
gress with the restoration of the pictur¬ 
esque Montgomery Canal. 

About 50 per cent of the canal has 
already been restored but in the new 
year, work is due to start to restore 
another part, which is expected to be 
completed by 2020. 

Vital 

Over the past year Welshpool has also 
been considered as an example to other 
towns of how to save vital services and 
facilities in the wake of crippling cash 
cuts. 

While public buildings close or face 
the axe across Shropshire, Welsh¬ 
pool says its experience proves that it 
doesn’t have to be that way. 

Not only have the toilets remained 


open in the town, it now doesn’t cost 
anything to spend a penny. 

The town’s tourist information cen¬ 
tre is thriving, with a third more visi¬ 
tors through its doors in recent months. 

And when Welshpool’s day centre 
was threatened with closure, Welshpool 
Town Council stepped in to run it, the 
first in Britain to run such a service. 

The town council has taken over a 
host of services that would have been 
otherwise lost because of Powys County 
Council’s financial straits. 

This year its town clerk, Robert 
Robinson, talked to other Welsh towns 
about Welshpool’s success. 

The secret of success, he says, is not 
rocket science. 

He says it is running the town coun¬ 
cil like a business yet still ensuring the 
community’s needs are met. 

Welshpool Town Council is responsi¬ 


ble for buildings including the town hall, 
a recreation complex, the public toilets 
and the council offices as well as outdoor 
facilities such as playgrounds, sports 
fields and open spaces, a country park, 
allotments, flower beds, a memorial gar¬ 
den, a bus shelter, a war memorial and a 
motte and bailey castle. 

It runs the town market and hosts 
events from the Welshpool Air Show to 
the carnival and winter festival. 

While more recently the town council 
has taken over the town’s street clean¬ 
ing services. 

As well as the region’s positives, there 
are issues it faces largely down to its 
rurality, including poor mobile phone 
coverage and not having its own major 
hospital, having to rely on services over 
the border in Shropshire. 

Services 

Residents in Mid Wales have been 
calling for accident and emergency ser¬ 
vices to remain in Shrewsbury, and after 
the latest stall in the process Councillor 
Kaye says Shropshire’s Future Fit NHS 
shake-up must go ahead. 

He said: “It’s high-time things move 
forward, years have been wasted, mil¬ 
lions of pounds have been wasted. 

“It’s time we had some decisions.” 

The region is also waiting on finding 
out whether a public inquiry into plans 
to build two wind farms in Llanbryn- 
mair and Carnedd Wen will reopen. 

Proposals to build the wind farms, 
which were thrown out by the govern¬ 
ment last year, could be reprieved, with 
inspectors currently looking at rep¬ 
resentations from councils, developers 
and energy companies. 

Despite some uncertainty ahead, 
Councillor Kaye has urged people to look 
at the positives. 

He said: “There are some challenges 
ahead, more cuts are coming but we 
need to focus on what we do have, and 
ensure we’re doing all we can to bring 
people here. All in all, for Welshpool es¬ 
pecially, I’d say steady as she goes.”

As we welcome in the New 
Year we can also welcome the 
most recent economic data, 
which further debunks Project 
Fear along with its doom and 
gloom predictions since the 
Brexit vote last June. The Cen¬ 
tre for Business Research at the 
University of Cambridge have 
released a report which criticises 
the predictions that came from 
the Treasury in the run-up to the 
referendum. Graham Gudgin, 
one of the authors of the re¬ 
port, wrote that they found what 
the Treasury had said was very 
flawed and very partisan. 

Britain begins 2017 as the 
world’s strongest advanced 
economy. In 2016 we grew fast¬ 
er than each of the G7 countries 
including Germany, Japan and 
the United States. We ended 
the year with business activity 
hitting a 17-month high, just six 
months after the referendum re¬ 
sult. Survey data shows that UK 
manufacturing expanded at its 
fastest pace for two and a half 
years in December. Our services 
sector, the largest in our econo¬ 
my, also expanded as employers 
hired more people to keep up 
with new orders. This is largely 
due to a boost in construction 
and an increase in exports. Man¬ 
ufacturing and exports seem 
to be responding well to a fall 
in the pound as a weaker ster¬ 
ling boosts the competitiveness 
of our products and services 
abroad. Our manufacturing sec¬ 
tor is responding to the fastest 
rates of expansion in output and 
new orders seen in 25 years. 
Most of our manufacturing sec¬ 
tor is high-tech, including com¬ 
panies such as Dyson and Jag¬ 
uar Land Rover (JLR). 

UK car production is continu¬ 
ing to rise, in November hitting a 
17-year high. Last year JLR re¬ 
corded a 77 per cent growth in 
sales for Jaguar and an eight per 
cent rise for Land Rover, selling 
583,313 vehicles globally. They 
are seeking to build a new site 
in the West Midlands, creating 
10,000 new jobs to make electric 
cars and batteries. I have writ¬ 
ten to the Secretary of State for 
Business, Energy and Industrial 
Strategy suggesting Clive Bar¬ 
racks at Tern Hill as a potential 
location. 

It is uncertainty that will dam¬ 
age our economy in the long-run. 
The Prime Minister was clear 
before the end of 2016 that a 
timetable has been set; we will 
trigger Article 50 by the end of 
March, pass a Great Repeal Bill 
in the summer and we will leave 
the European Union by March 
2019. Entering 2017 in a position 
of economic strength gives us an 
advantage in these negotiations. 
This will be in addition to the 
upcoming elections in the Neth¬ 
erlands, France and Germany 
where many of the voting public 
owe their jobs directly to the UK 
for sales of their exports.

ON a recent trip to London I couldn’t help 
but notice many homeless people living on 
the streets. 

What saddened me was the number 
of young men and women, some of them 
barely out of their teens who were unfor¬ 
tunate enough to find themselves homeless. 

One young man aged 18 whom I spoke to 
told me he had spent the night in a skip. He 
was tired, cold and hungry. 

Many others I witnessed were sleeping 
on cardboard laid out on the street and 
another man sitting on a plastic bag in the 
rain. 

I cannot believe that in the 21st century 


this is allowed to go on. If these people 
were the elderly they would be taken into 
a place of safety and cared for by the local 
authority, animals have a better chance of 
being rescued. 

Just because they are young doesn’t 
mean they are not as vulnerable as an el¬ 
derly person. I realise that it is difficult 
sometimes to know who is genuinely home¬ 
less and who is not but anyone who is ex¬ 
posed to the elements and sleeps in a skip 
or a cardboard box must be genuine. 

There is a great divide in London as is 
many other towns and cities where on the 
one hand there are human beings forgotten 


by the system that should be taking care 
of them and have let them down badly so¬ 
cially, economically and environmentally. 
On the other hand there are those people 
with more money than sense who see them 
as vermin and pass them by as if they do 
not exit. 

It would be a good thing if instead of the 
taxpayers of this country being asked to 
pay millions towards the cost of repairs to 
Buckingham Palace this money be used to 
fund empty buildings where homeless peo¬ 
ple can find shelter and a place of safety.

EU policy on 
immigration

SEVERAL pro-Remain correspondents 
seem to be adopting the widely-used tactic 
of closing down any debate developing in a 
direction they don’t like by accusing their 
opponents of racism. 

In many ways the EU policy towards 
migration is far more racist than that sup¬ 
ported by most Brexiteers in that gaining 
legal access to live in Britain is far easier if 
you are a native of Europe (and therefore 
likely to be white) than if you are from Af¬ 
rica or Asia (and therefore likely not to be). 

This is irrespective of your ability to 
speak English, your skills, your qualifica¬ 
tions, and how much they are needed in 
our economy. By any normal definition this 
would seem to me to be racism, although 
supporters of the EU tend to have a rather 
Alice-in-Wonderland attitude to words best 
summed up in the quotation “When I use a 
word it means precisely what I intend it to 
mean - neither more nor less.” 

As a small boy staying with my grand¬ 
parents in the 1950s, I remember hearing 
a prominent politician on a television cur¬ 
rent affairs programme pointing out that 
Great Britain was the only major country 
in the world that during the last 200 years 
had not been occupied by a hostile foreign 
power, had not been ruled by an absolute 
dictator, and had not suffered a civil war. 

I wonder if this is why so comparatively 
small a proportion of our population feels 
willing to give up their freedoms to support 
the ideal of the European Union.

Film shows 
pine marten 
intheregion 

CAPTIVATING video footage of Eng¬ 
land’s only confirmed population of 
rare pine marten has been captured 
in Shropshire - centuries after they 
were feared extinct. 

The video suggests the elusive do¬ 
mestic cat-sized member of the stoat 
and weasel family may have been liv¬ 
ing in the wooded Shropshire hills for 
years undiscovered. 

Now scientists are going to study 
the mammals’ DNA in an effort to 
establish if the family of five plus 
has been brought into Shropshire 
illegally, or if the species has lived 
happily in the Shropshire hills and 
woods undiscovered for decades or 
even longer. 

Stuart Edmunds, of Shropshire 
Wildlife Trust, managed to capture 
one of the elusive mammals that are 
mainly nocturnal in daylight on video. 

Last year amateur wildlife recorder, 
Dave Pearce, took two photographs of 
the dark brown creature thought to 
be extinct in a wood in south-west 
Shropshire and the new video is now 
conclusive proof of their existence. 

The exact location is being kept se¬ 
cret but it is thought to be close to the 
Welsh border.

Level of winter 
deaths revealed 

THERE were more than 500 deaths 
in Shropshire in the winter of 2014/15 
- a 200 per cent increase on the pre¬ 
vious year, new figures have revealed. 

The total number of excess “winter 
deaths” across the UK as a whole dur¬ 
ing 2014/15 was 43,850, the highest 
level seen in over 15 years. There were 
510 in Shropshire. The increase has 
been largely attributed to the failure of 
the flu vaccine which experts say was 
only effective in one in three cases. 
Excess winter deaths are defined as 
the difference between the number 
of deaths in the winter months - De¬ 
cember to March - compared with the 
previous three months before it and 
the following three months.

Plans lodged for 
new use for chapel 

PLANS have been lodged for a chapel 
to be converted into a home. 

Edgerley Methodist Chapel, near 
Oswestry, until recently was still 
open for worship but now applicant 
Edward Phipps has submitted plans 
with Shropshire Council to change it 
from a chapel to a dwelling. Mr Phi¬ 
pps has appointed Ellesmere-based 
Greenspace Architects to transform 
the chapel, which was built in 1860. 

Mr Phipps says in a design and 
access statement: “The proposals 
to convert the existing building to a 
small dwelling aim to preserve the ex¬ 
isting character of the original chapel 
by maintaining the original form and 
adding a small side extension using 
complementary materials in a mod¬ 
ern way to allow the former chapel to 
read as the dominant structure. The 
proposals include work to conserve 
the existing building which will in¬ 
clude replacing the sash windows in 
poor condition but to keep the exist¬ 
ing character and the coloured glass 
to the upper sashes.” 

Villagers hoping 
for defibrillators 

SEVERAL villages are working hard 
to get heart defibrillators installed 
within the community. 

Residents in Pant and Llanymy- 
nech, Llansantffraid and Kinnerley, 
near Oswestry, are being urged to help 
with the fundraising for the machines, 
which cost more than £1,000. 

Councillor Dilys Gaskill, chair of 
Pant and Llanymynech Parish Coun¬ 
cil, said a public meeting held recently 
was very successful and that there 
were plans to organise a fundraising 
event. In Llansantffraid, the local 
Costcutter store is working with the 
community council with each hoping 
to raise £750 for a defibrillator. The 
store has already raised £250. 

Councillors in Kinnerley have 
agreed to look at how they could help 
get a machine for the village. 


Dame Agnes birthday 
surprise for researchers

“I WAS born in 1867,” so says 
Dame Agnes Hunt at the start of 
her famed autobiography, This Is 
My Life. 

Except, it now transpires, she wasn’t 

- she’s in fact a year older. 

And that has come as quite a surprise to 
officials at Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital, who are planning a year of celebra¬ 
tion throughout 2017 to mark what they 
thought was the 150th anniversary of her 
birth and the 160th anniversary of the 
birth of her co-founder Sir Robert Jones. 

Marie Carter, archives officer at hospital, 
said: “We knew she was born on New Year’s 
Eve and, taking our cue from her own book, 
we always assumed she was born in 1867, 
so the 150th anniversary would have been 
at the end of next year. 

“But it was a research student who told 
me the Dictionary of National Biography 
had her birth date listed as being 1866. 

“I thought this must have been a mistake 

- even the order of service for Dame Ag¬ 
nes’s funeral in 1948 gave her birth date as 
December 31, 1867. 

“But, just to make sure, I ordered a copy 
of her birth certificate - and there it was: 
1866.” 

Despite the surprising revelation, hos¬ 
pital chief executive Mark Brandreth said 
the hospital would be continuing its own 
planned activities in 2017. 

Agnes Hunt was also a founder of Der- 
wen College, situated next door to the 
hospital and who are preparing festivities 
of their own to celebrate their 90th anni¬ 
versary. 

Ruth Thomas, chief executive of Derwen 
College, said: “In the midst of our prepara¬ 
tions for our 90th birthday celebrations we 
have been looking through the archives as 
we are really keen to share our story and 
how we were founded in 1927.”

Dragon plan 
looks ready 
to take off 

THE man behind plans to build a huge 
Welsh dragon on the Shropshire border 
says it is a huge relief to be able to look 
towards its future at last. 

Simon Wingett this month won a five 
year extension to planning permission for 
a the landmark which he want to built 
just off the A5/A383 near Chirk. 

The £2.5 million project would, he 
hopes, attract visitors to the region and 
bring a major boost to the economy. He 
hopes workmen can be on site later this 
year. He says his dreams of the sculpture 
to rival the Angel of the North hit the 
buffers when he first announced it when 
the world slid into recession. 

“I got planning permission in the 
depths of the worst recession in living 
memory in 2011,” he said. 

“So the first three to four years of my 
planning permission was really rather 
difficult if you had anything that was 
slightly unusual in the construction 
world. 

“Obviously building a landmark of this 
size and nature was.” 

He has scaled down the original plans, 
which had been costed at £9 million. 

Mr Wingett is now appealing to the 
public to help make his dream a reality 
through a crowd funding campaign. 

At the heart of a special visitor complex 
will be the huge bronze Welsh Dragon, 
based on the country’s national emblem, 
raised on its hind legs on a 30ft tall slate 
tower, standing 110ft in the air. 

It will be surrounded by 11 tall mon¬ 
olith stones, decorated with scenes from 
the legendary Welsh text, The Mabino- 
gion. 

There will also be an amphitheatre for 
performances, a 12 acre garden and a 
Welsh centre of excellence.

OFFICERS say they have received a 
number of complaints from residents in 
a village who live near roads which are 
designated as access only as people have 
been using them as short cuts. 

Oswestry Rural North Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team is asking that road users 
in St Martins take notice of the road 
signs, following concerns raised by resi¬ 
dents in Kimberly Lane and Clark’s Lane. 

A spokesman for the policing team 
said: “Access only means vehicles are 
only permitted to use these roads if the 
vehicle/occupants using them are living, 
visiting or engaged in business at an ad¬ 
dress on the road. 

“These roads are not to be used as 
short cuts, these roads have been long 
established and were put into use at a 
time when motor vehicles and problems 
associated with them were not a major 
consideration. 

“Kimberly Lane does not have a pave¬ 
ment for pedestrians, however over the 
years traffic has increased in size, vol¬ 
ume and weight and the authorities have 
deemed it necessary to put access only 
restrictions in place to assist with traffic 
flow and protect the safety of those on 
foot. The SNT are requesting that road 
users observe these signs and do their 
part to keep our community safe from 
harm.” 

Street bollards 
idea is criticised 

PLANS to spend £50,000 on a new bol¬ 
lards systems in a street blighted by emp¬ 
ty shops have been labelled “bonkers”. 

Councillor Steve Charmley, Deputy 
Leader of Shropshire Council, has spo¬ 
ken out after highways officers for the 
authority proposed spending the sum on 
automated bollards in Cross Street, New 
Street, Bailey Head and Arthur Street 
in the town. Councillor Charmley and 
members of Oswestry Town Council are 
looking into the possibility of removing 
the bollards for six months and trialling 
Cross Street being opened up to traffic. 

Shropshire Council pays Oswestry 
Town Council £12,000 a year to open and 
close the bollards manually, as the road is 
currently closed to vehicles between 10am 
and 4pm Monday to Saturday. Councillor 
Charmley said: “I understand Shropshire 
Council is looking to save money but this 
is a bonkers scheme. This won’t help the 
situation with Cross Street whatsoever 
and it goes against what Oswestry Town 
Council and myself want to do.”

A HEDGEHOG rescue centre could close down 
because of a lack of support.

said. “But we don’t have an unlimited amount 
of money to spend our the project.” 

He said hedgehogs ate certain types of cat 
food - not fish or with gravy - and could get 


through several tins a week. It is very sad that 
people done seem to realise that hedgehogs are 
on the list of Britain’s 10 most endangered spe¬ 
cies.

Town shoppers keen on 
free car parking deals

SHOPPERS in Oswestry say they 
believe an afternoon of free car 
parking once a week would en¬ 
courage people to shop more in 
the town. 

Oswestry Town Council has been 
asking for feedback from residents on 
the free parking it had offered in its 
car parks from 2pm onwards in the 
run-up to Christmas. 

The offer started on December 12 and 
finished on Christmas Eve. 

Kathy Atkinson, who lives in Bangor-on- 
Dee, near Wrexham, but is originally from 
Oswestry, said she would make a point of 
shopping in the town more often if free 
parking offers were on throughout the year. 

She said: “I used to live in Nantwich and 
on a Wednesday afternoon from 3pm there 
was free parking in the town, so I would 
always make a point of doing all my shop¬ 
ping then, and I would if that was the case 
in Oswestry. 

“Free afternoon parking, even if it was 
just one day a week, would encourage me 
to come to Oswestry more.” 

Majed Bentoumia, from Oswestry, said: 
“I think free car parking in the lead-up to 
Christmas is a good thing, paying £2 for 
parking can put people off, if they know 
they can park for free or cheaper elsewhere. 

“I do think more people would shop in 
Oswestry if there were more times free 
parking was offered.” 

However, Clive Durrant, who runs 
Oswestry Launderette, said although he 
agreed free parking helps boost footfall, he 
believed the town would end up too busy if 
it became regular. 

He said: “Ahead of Christmas it’s bril¬ 
liant but I do think if it was in place all the 
time on certain days, the town would end 
up too busy which would put people off.” 


A SPINAL patient who receives reg¬ 
ular treatment at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital is celebrating after 
being awarded an MBE. 

Constable Rob Pedley, 45, has 
been receiving treatment at the hos¬ 
pital in Gobowen since 2008 after he 
fell more than 70 metres on a snow¬ 
boarding holiday. He spent 25 days 
in a Swiss intensive care unit after 
he broke his back in four places. 

Constable Pedley was then flown 
back to the UK and recovered at the 


Midland Centre for Spinal Injuries 
based inside the hospital. 

Constable Pedley, based in Aston 
in Birmingham, got the news on the 
Queen’s 90th birthday. Alongside his 
wife and two of their children, he vis¬ 
ited Buckingham Palace to receive 
the MBE from Prince William on 
Armistice Day. He received the acco¬ 
lade for contributions to policing and 
the community in the West Midlands 
in the form of running the Precious 
Lives project, which launched in 


2010. With the project, he has now 
reached more than 140,000 teenag¬ 
ers across the region to raise aware¬ 
ness of the negative outcomes of 
violent crime. He said: “It was quite 
a shock. I really didn’t expect it. But 
the next day I was back in work. To 
me, I just get on with it and carry 
on. I expected Prince William to say 
something like ‘so what have you 
done then’ - but he asked about the 
scheme and seemed genuinely inter¬ 
ested to hear about our work.” 


Art project 
highlights 
the plight 
of homeless 

SHE’S already been crowned Wales’s 
student nurse of the year - and now 
Steph Morris is turning her hand to 
supporting a pioneering project to 
help homeless people. 

The 26-year-old, from Knockin, 
near Oswestry, won the national ac¬ 
colade last year. Now she’s helping 
people who are homeless to express 
themselves through art. 

The results are an insight into 
how those who find themselves living 
rough see the world. As well as stud¬ 
ying at Bangor University, Steph has 
been involved in a variety of projects, 
including helping at a homeless shel¬ 
ter. 

The nursing student became in¬ 
volved in a homeless project in Wrex¬ 
ham and set up art therapy classes at 
a homeless drop-in centre. Starting 
as a voluntary project it is now funded 
by the local health board after Steph 
made a Dragon’s Den-style pitch for 
the project. 

“One of its aim is to educate nurses 
and health professionals about the 
problems that homeless people face 
with health care,” she said. 

Among the artwork was a detailed 
drawing from a woman who was 
homeless following experiences of 
domestic abuse. “Her drawing is her 
hand with a web on the palm show¬ 
ing her feelings of being lost, con¬ 
fused and trapped. She uses drawings 
of eyes within the hand which are 
symbolic of her eyes being opened 
to a world of sadness since becoming 
homeless,” Steph said. Steph said her 
research would be published this year 
and the project will continue with the 
hope of reducing inequalities for the 
homeless and encouraging art related 
projects to allow vulnerable groups to 
express themselves. 

Steph is also raising funds for the 
homeless project. A charity ball held 
just before Christmas raised over 
£700.

Looks, performance and reasonable running costs from a car which starts from under £20,000 

This four-legged spider 
brings smiles all the way 

By John Griffiths- FIAT 124 SPIDER, FROM UNDER £20,000 


Stylish rear-wheel drop-top that is so pretty and also a great drive 


In recent years Fiat has spearheaded 
its revival by going back for the 
future: drawing on its iconic ‘500’ 
tag to help popularise not one but a 
whole range of thoroughly modern 
motors from a cute city car to an 
SUV. 

So its latest offering is an 
contemporary take on its two-seater 
sports car from the 1980s in the form 
of the 124 Spider, albeit a very different 
proposition. 

Most people like an honest, relatively 
simple drop-top and with its Italian 
styling the new Spider is undoubtedly 
a very pretty example. But underneath 
is Japanese engine and chassis 
technology from the Mazda MX-5, 
the car which kept the flame of the 
affordable sports car alive virtually 
single-handed and was rewarded by 
becoming the single best-seller in the 
field by some margin. 

Add Fiat’s new turbocharged 1.4 litre 
engine and it’s a winning combination 
- the 140bhp test car was capable 
of doing the 0 to 62mph dash in 7.5 
seconds and managed an overall 
43mpg. 

Looks, performance and reasonable 
running costs from a car which starts 
from under £20,000. You can hardly 
ask for more. If you want, or can 
afford, to pay more you can go for the 
170bhp Abarth version which is a more 
hardcore proposition, with uprated 
suspension too. 

Latest 

The Spider is well equipped with the 
latest technological trappings such 
as a central touchscreen control for 
navigation, audio, connectivity and 
other functions, with remote controls 
on the adjustable steering wheel. 

It also has the classic luxury with 
large, well shaped leather sports seats 
and - essential to such a car - an 
easy to remove fabric roof. It’s manual 
operation: you can’t sit there with your 
finger on a button and impress those 
behind you in the traffic jam but you 
can release the locking mechanism 
and let it drop back into its allotted 
storage area an awful lot quicker. 

About two seconds, in fact, rather 
than 20 or 30 and it also saves weight 
as well as money and room, so you 
still have a boot worthy of the name: 
about 140 litres which is enough, for 
example, of a couple of typical ‘carry- 
on’ wheelie cases at least. 

The 1.4 litre engine is impressive. Not 
only in outright power terms, but also 
its impressive 240Nm of torque thanks 
to the turbo: all that’s available from 
2,250rpm which, along with the car’s 
light weight, contributes to that brisk 
initial acceleration. 

It’s no less impressive for ‘in-gear’ 
performance either. Prepare to be 
surprised the first time you change 
down for a quick overtake. The exhaust 


is tuned to produce a crescendo of 
snarling fury under acceleration - it 
would hardly be a sports car without 
that - but while cruising in top it 
abates to an audible but not intrusive 
growl which is less wearing on long 
trips. 

The Spider scores highly here: its 
engine and excellent dynamics make 
it a lot of fun when required, but it’s 
altogether more civilised for a journey. 
Those leather seats are excellent too 
as I can attest after spending over 
four hours behind the wheel (most 
of which was spent in a mammoth 
motorway jam) and emerging without 
a twinge in these old bones. 

For those who haven’t experienced 
rear wheel drive, it adds a real 
sense of involvement to the driving 
experience, while modem suspension 
electronics in the form of traction and 
stability controls elminate the worst 
excesses of the genre seen in older 
examples of the genre (ie a loose rear 
end). 

The suspension is firmish but 
still almost surprisingly compliant, 
softening the bumps on typical British 
B roads without rattling your teeth or 
wandering off track. 

The steering is quick and positive, 
helping the car to turn in quickly and 
maintain its line through the comers. 
The brakes (discs all round) and 
powerful without being so sharp 
they’re likely to stand the car on its 
nose. The gearbox - modified from 
the Mazda original to allow for the 
turbo’s extra torque - is a slick six- 
speed example, with short throw and 
a positive feel which allows changes 
as rapidly as the driver can co¬ 
ordinate hand/foot movements. 

Electric front windows, front and 
side airbags, climate control and 
cruise control are standard, with a 


reversing camera and parking radar 
on all but base models. That’s a 
useful option, as like most two seats 
rear three-quarters visibility is limited 
with the roof up. Direct rear vision 
isn’t an issue as the rear window 
is glass and heated (older readers 
will remember the days of rapidly 
yellowing perspex in this role). 

As for running costs, the Spider’s 
official fuel average is 44.1 mpg which 
equates to a C02 rating of 148g/km 
for tax purposes. The standard car’s 
insurance rating is 25/26E with the 
Abarth version rated three groups 
higher. 

When Fiat signed its deal 
with Mazda to use the MX-5s 
underpinnings it was undoubtedly 
a shrewd move. It was, after all, 
taking some of the best bits from the 
acclaimed best-selling two-seater and 
saving on research and development 
costs which helps to keep the 124 
Spider affordable. But the end result 
is no Japanese clone but actually 
a significantly different car with its 
entirely new (and rather pretty) body, 
the different character of the 1.4 
turbo engine and some gearbox and 
suspension tweaks. 

It is clearly a throughly modern 
and highly competent car with 
technologies our fathers and 
grandfathers couldn’t have dreamed 
of. 

But, no matter how hard you try, you 
can’t avoid taking a look in the rear 
view mirror to a golden age when the 
front-engined, rear wheel drive drop 
top (many of them British!) ruled the 
roads, their pictures plastered across 
the bedroom walls of a generation of 
schoolboys. 

The 124 Spider in many ways builds 
a bridge between the two worlds, 
creating many a smile along the way.

Sleep conditions are very dangerous 

Dangers of sleep 
conditions on road 


Prominent organisations say there should be fast-track 
diagnosis and treatment for professional drivers with 
sleep conditions. 

Driving with an undiagnosed sleep condition can be 
even more dangerous than drink-driving, according to 
two of the country’s largest automotive organisations. 

The RAC and Road Haulage Association (RHA), which 
represents freight companies and truck drivers, claim that 
conditions such as obstructive sleep apnoea syndrome 
(OSAS), can be a greater impairment than being over the 
drink-drive limit. OSAS can make sufferers feel drowsier in 
the daytime and increases the likelihood of falling asleep 
at the wheel, thus endangering both the sufferer and 
other road users. 

Professor John Stradling, of the OSA Partnership 
Group, said: “It is worth reminding anyone who considers 
driving with untreated OSAS that the impairment to 
driving can be considerably greater than exceeding the 
legal alcohol limit. There is a high risk of drivers with 
untreated OSAS losing concentration and falling asleep 
behind the wheel.” 

The RAC and RHA are calling for a fast-track diagnostic 
and treatment system for those who drive professionally, 
targeting a maximum of four weeks between diagnosis 
and treatment. According to the RAC, some drivers are 
waiting months for treatment. 

RAC roads policy spokesperson Nicholas Lyes said: 
“Commercial drivers are vital to the health and growth of 
the UK’s economy, so it’s only right that those behind the 
wheel are safe and aware of any health threats that might 
impair their driving ability. Something like OSAS can affect 
anybody, regardless of ability and experience, which is 
why we feel it is vital that they have access to fast-track 
diagnosis and treatment that ensures job security and 
they are back on the road within a few weeks.”

Pitfalls of car modification 
that may not be worth risk

We’re going to look at some popular car modifications that can 
negatively affect your driving experience... 

• It can void your insurance 

This is a big one. Even something as mundane as a small rear 
spoiler can cause your insurance to be invalid - if you don’t notify the 
insurer of the change. Larger alloy wheels, darker windows and even a 
small bodykit could put you in a whole heap of trouble. Notifying your 
insurer will mean they’re aware of the change, but be prepared for your 
premium to increase. These changes can make the car more attractive 
to would-be thieves, making it more of a risk to cover. 

• Changes can affect resale values 

Yes, although the fact you’re modifying your car probably means 
you’re not planning on selling it right now, you may want to in the 
future. Even if the changes you’re planning on making look good to 
you, there’s a chance a new buyer won’t take to them as fondly when 
you come to sell the car. Some modifications, such as window tinting, 
can easily be reversed should you need to put the car up for sale. 

However, larger changes such as lowering the car or respraying it are 
harder to undo and really could be the difference between a sale and 
a prospective buyer walking away. Of course, if you’ve got receipts 
and proof that the work has been done by a reputable mechanic, then 
most people won’t have an issue with small modifications. Just ensure 
they’re aware that they’ve taken place before they drive away. 

• Modifications may ruin the way your car drives 

This applies more to mechanical modifications. Unless done 

properly, mechanical changes to your car can quickly turn it into a 
nightmare of a car to drive. Lowering in particular can ruin a car’s ride, 
and make it nearly unbearable if not fitted correctly. However, this isn’t 
to say mechanical modifications can’t improve the way a car drives, 
they just need to be done right first time. 

• They can affect the longevity of the car 

Manufacturers spend millions of pounds on each new car, ensuring 
each part of it works - and remains working - at the very highest 
standard. Though consumables, such as tyres and brakes, need to be 
replaced, larger parts don’t need changing as often. When replaced 
with non-genuine parts, it can often cause stress in other areas of 
the car. As a result, components wear out faster than they might have 
otherwise done so. If you’re trying to maintain your cars reliability, then 
large mechanical changes may not be your best option. 

Car modifications can certainly add a certain extra to the look of 
your car. They also add a bit more personality to a vehicle. However, 
you need to make sure you prepare before any work is undertaken. 

More importantly, you need to inform your insurance provider. Though 
a car may look good, it needs to be - first and foremost - legal.
